NEW YORK, July 1.—The losses sus- 
tained in the fire at the docks of the 
North German Llioyd Steamship Com- 
pany in Hoboken yesterday are tonight 
conservatively placed at nearly $10,- 
000,000; the loss of life, merely fuess- 
work at even this hour, will reach 
probably as high as 200, and there are 
over 300 men in the ~ ospitals in this 
city, Hoboken and Jersey City, badly 
burned. 


Up to li o'clock, eighteen bodies 
have been recovered. Eleven of those 
were placed in a row at the morgue in 
this city and numbered, thjs being the 
only means the authorities have of 
maintaining any sort of identity of the 
corpses, as they are so badly charred 
and dismembered that Identification 
will be made only by trinkets or pieces

A spectacular, but horrible sight was 
presented today. Where, two days ago, 
piers reached hundreds of feet out into 
the river and rose like great hills alive 
with outgoing and incoming commerce. 
lay @ great waste of burning and 
smouldering beams, with here and 
there a remnant of a high brick wall. 
The three immense pliers of the North 
German Lioyd line were burned to the 
water's ripple: the Thingvilla pier lay 
smouldering and a part of the Ham- 
burg-American pier, which had just 
been added to their great piere was 
in ruins. 

Four large storehouses of the Palmer 
Campbell Company are wrecked, and 
they, with the piers, went to make up 
the appalling mass of débris, smoking. 
sizzling and steaming. It covers over 
four city blocks and reaches out thto 
the river for over 1000 feet. Streams 
of water are being pumped upon the 
ruins, and workmen are poking about 
for bodies. 

This was the scene of the greatest 
attraction today, and thousands upon 
thousands of people went there. The 
streets were jammed. Far off, the 
North River at Weehawken, a great 
cloud of smoke rose and tumbled, at 
one moment on the water and the 
next rising just enough to show the 
skeletons of two of the great ocean 
liners, the Bremen and the Matne, that 
rose like giant spires out of the smooth 
face of the water. They had both 
been beached there. Around them 
swarmed a fleet of small boats, carry- 
ing sightseers. 

Far down the river, off Ellis Island, 
lay the smoking and steaming hulk of 
the Saale, almost a total wreck. The 
loses of life will probably prove great- 
est when the wreck of the Saale has 
been searched. Already a number of 
bodies have been taken off, and as soon 
as the fire in the hold has subsided 
there is every )|probability that many 
bodies will be found below decks. 

Various tugboat captains claim to 
have seen thirty or forty. persons in one 
compartment before the Saale 
went down. 

Of the 266 persons reported missing 
tonight kK is believed some will be 
found in sailors’ boarding-houses in 
this city, Jersey City and Hoboken.

ONE DAY'S EYENTS. 


Noteworthy Features at Kan- 
sas City Yesterday. 


Hil Summoned by 
of Leaders — Platforms. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT) 

KANSAS CITY, July 1.—Three note- 
worthy events stood out today above 
the mass of details marking the ap- 
proach of the Democratic National 
Convention—the arrival of David B. 
Hill of New York and his departure 
to Lincoln in response to a telegraphic 
summons from Bryan; the conference 
of Chairman Jones with Mr. Croker, 
ex-Senator Murphy and other influen- 
tial leaders concerning the platform, 
and the first serious consideration by 
the convention leaders of a plan to 
reach an understanding on the plat- 
form that the way will be open to nom- 
inate Bryan for the Presidency July 4. 

Aside from these main features of 
the day, there were few outward evi- 
dences that the convention was near at 
hand. The tide of travel has not yet 
surged over the city, bringing the 
crash of bands, the tramp and hurrah 
of uniformed clubs, the ‘struggle and 
confusion of hotel corridors and the 
massing of great throngs along the 
streets, and in public places. Many of 
the conspicuous leaders are here with 
their immense following, and there is 
the hum of preparation and of con- 
ference, but the rank and file of dele- 
gates has not appeared. At the chief 
centers of interest, the Coates, the 
Baltimore and the Midland hotels, a 
shifting and drifting crowd gathered 
and discussed the two main points of 
difference—the platform and the Vice- 
Presidency, But thus far it is a calm 
and dispassioned discussion. without 
enthusiasm. 

During the day the Wisconsin, Penn- 
sylvania, Kansas and Indian Territory 
delegations arrived, and as the day 
progressed there was a steady aug- 
menting of the throngs. But the main 
bodies will come tomorrow and Tues- 
day, and {ft will not be until then that 
Kansas City will be fully pulsating 
with the force of the national con- 
vention. 

The leaders are losing no time, how- 
ever, in making their preparations, 
but it is noticeable that this is not a 
gathering of leaders in the accepted 
s@nse. On the contrary, this is quite 
democratic, and one hears frequent and 
proudly the remark, that in this con- 
vention the delegates representing the 
people will frdme the platform and 
mame the candidates. The conspicuous 
men here—Jones, Hill, Croker, Murovhy 
—are not exerting any powerful hand 
on affairs; their influence in the Vice-- 
Presidency contest is not discernible 
and not until today have they evinced 
an interest in away the. 


tive Committee are here, including 

Jones, Vice-Chairman John- 
son, ex-Gov. Stone of Missourn, J. M. 
Guffey of Pittsburgh and George Fred 
Williams of Massachusetts, and they 
hold frequent meetings to determine 
upon formal features of the conven- 
tion proceedings. In one respect their 
determination to have the reading of 
the Declaration of Independence a fea- 
ture of the Fourth of July session is 
both interesting and significant, for it 
is in line with the strong effort being 
made to lend patriotic fervor to the 
Presidential nomination by making it 
on the national holiday. The commit- 
tee has chosen Charies Hampton 
Petoskey of Michigan, secretary of the 
Michigan State Committee, to read the 
instrument. 

Despite the local opposition to a 
nomination on the first day of the ses- 
sion, the mbers of the Executive 
Committee giving it serious con- 
sideration. The main difficulty in the 
way of such an arrangement is the 
debate on the platform, for with this 
settled, it is believed that the organi- 
zation could be so advanced as to per- 
mit the momination to be made on the 
first day. This has emphasized the 
doubt existing on the platform, and 
has been the cause of several inter- 
esting private conferences during the 
day. 

The first of these was in Senator 
Jones's private rooms, when Croker and 
former Senator Murphy called. They 
found Messrs. Johnson and Campau of 
the Executive Committee with Jones, 
and the talk soon turned to the piat- 
form. It can be stated on the author- 
ity of one of the gentleman participat- 
ing, that M Croker and Murphy 
made no demands, nor did they submit 
any exact platform proposition, but 
they appeared more as counsd@lors and 
advisers in the general interest of the 
party, to urge that judicious action on 
the platform would make the -East, 
particularily New York, debatable 
ground in the coming convention. Prac- 
tically the entire debate, quite  in- 
formal at all times, was on the plat- 
form, with a view to securing united 
action by the East, West and South. 
After the conference, it was stated 
with satisfaction by those present that 
all the indications pointed te a com- 
plete unanimity and reconciliation be- 
tween the sections, 

Another meeting of the same general 
character occurred later in the day, 
Chairman Jones, ex-Gov. Btone of Mis- 
souri, J. M. Guffey, the successor of 
Harrity of Pennsylvania; Campau and 
Johnson being present. Again the 
platform was gone over, with special 
reference to learning ==wherein the 
Pennsylvania sentiment could be 
counted on in the general move toward 
harmony. 

While these conferences were going 
on, Hill of New York had arrived and 
departed, without pausing long enough 
to confer with the other New York 
leaders. His appearance early in the 
day started active comment as to his 
purposes. and his Vice-Presidential can- 
didacy, but his departure for Lincoln, 
on the telegraphic summons of Bryan, 
caused little less than a sensation 
among the convention chiefs. The New 
Yorkers were as much mystified as 
others. The overtures had come from 
Bryan, and it was regarded as another

The arrival of the Pennsylvania and 
Wisconsin delegations today gave «a 
decidedly Hill tone to the political at- 
mosphere, notwithstanding the asser- 
of some of the foremost leaders 
that the Hill movement had reached 
its climax, and was now on the decline. 

As for the other Vice-Presidential 
movements, each has its hopes and 
vicissitudes, and no one of them has 
shown such preponderating strength as 
to seem really formidable. 


BRYAN'S ONE PLANK. 


Will Sink or Swim With 
Free Silver. 


Would-be Carpenters Must Build Plat- 
form to Suit. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
KANSAS CITY, July 1.—The plat- 
form to be adopted by the Democratic 
National Convention will contain 4a 
declaration for the free coinage of sil- 
ver at the ratio of 16 to 1, unless 
Bryan changes his attitude, and each 
fresh arrival from Lincoln brings re- 
newed assurances that the foreordained 
nominee of the convention is main- 
taining his position in favor of the 
deciaration. 

Occasionally a delegate can be found 
who will take the position that not 
even Bryan can be allowed to dictate 
the party’s platform, but a -najority 
agree that as all the delegates are 
practically instructed for the renomina- 
tion of the candidate of ‘96, he has an 
exceptional right to ask to have the 
resolutions harmonize with his views 
on any or all subjects. 

However, while it is true that the 
indications point strongly to ‘ihe spe- 
cific utterances above outlined, there 
is still a very determined oppcrition 
to such a course. This opposition ap- 
parently originated with former Ben- 
ator Hill of New York and his follow- 
ing, and it has been taken up by other 
leaders in various sections of the coun- 
try. The Tammany interest of New 
York appears to be entirely reconciled 
to any silver plank, however extreme, 
but other factions unite in opposing it. 

Judge Van Wyck, Elliot Danforthand 
J. Brisben Walker all unite with Hill 
in this position, though disagreeing 
with him as to motives. Danforth 
izrees with Judge Van Wyck that 
there are other questions 
‘ant fer consideration, and While st | 
professing the utmost loyalty to the 
white metal, he contends that in the 
nterest of the party it should »o longer 
be given the. place of paramount im- 
portance in the declarations of ptin- 
ciples. Senator James K. Jones, chair- 
man of the National Committee, and 
ex-Gov. Stone of Missouri, both of 
them Fecognized as staunch leaders of 
the silver sentiment, are of the opin- | 
ion that a reaffirmation of the Chicago 
platform is all that is necessary. 

Gov. Stone said today thai ne con- 
sidered the differences that have mani- 
feasted themselves a mere quibble, but 
he declined to say whether he would be 
willing to stop with the reaffirmation 
of the deciaration of 1896. Many srouth- 
ern delegates express themselves as 
indifferent on the point, and are tin- 
clined to make the concessions de- 
manded by the Hill sentiment. Na- 
tional Committeeman Campau is also 
inclined to subordinate the question 
of ratio to other subjects of current 
importance. 

On the other hand, George Fred Wil- 
liams announces that he considers the 
financial question still of the greatest 
importance, and says he feels confi- 
dent that the New England delegates 
are practically solid in that position. 

“The free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 was the touchstone of 
the convention of 1896,"" he said, today, 
“and its reiteration will add strength 
to the cause In the coming campaign.” 

James Kerr, a  delegate-at-large 
from Pennsylvania and secretary 
the Congressional Campaign Commit- 
tee, takes a somewhat different view, 
but he would not stop at a mere dec- 
laration for the Chicago platform. He 
holds that new conditions will render 
it necessary to add something to what 
was said on trusts in 1896, and he =e 
that to make an addition on that sub- 
ject and not to make it on the finances 
would be considered as invidious and 
would result injuriously. He would,

DISCOVERERS AND | 
EXPLORERS OF AMERICA. 


Ill. 

We are accustomed to think lightly 
of the “discovery” of America, as if 
as Columbus sighted land, behold, a 
new continent was made known. A 
continent, however, is not revealed in 
&@ moment; its shores must be coasted 
before the true nature of what has 


| been found can be learned. As a mat- 


ter of fact, it was an island off the 
coast of America that Columbus first 
saw, and he died believing not that he 
had discovered a new continent, but 
that he had revealed to Europe some 
islands lying clese to the shores of 
Asia. His aim was to get a short and 
easy water route to the markets of 
Asia. Had he known that land stretch- 

g thousands of miles north and south 

locked his path we may well believe 
America would have been a source of 
sorrow rather than of joy to the brave 
explorer. 

The real beginnings of the discov- 
ery of America were made only when 
the huge extent of this coast line be- 
gan to be understood. Many actors 
and many expeditions shared in the 
work. It was done chiefly by Span- 


jards and Port often under 
Italian leaders like erigo Vespucci 
and Columbus himself. The French 


and the English had very little part 
in it. As early as in 1494 the Pope di- 
vided the new regions between Spain 
and Portugal and excluded all other 
nations. The King of England, Henry 
VII, was a good Catholic and obeyed 
the papal authority. He ruled over 


the vast British empire of today— 
over Engiand, Wales and Ireland, with 
Calais on the continent representing 
“Greater Britain;” his subjects num- 
bered in all probably considerably less 
than 3,000,000 and his own throne was 
continually menaced by partisans of 
the rival house of York. There were 
in fact, many reasons why Henry Vil 
should simply mind his own bus'ness 
and leave the new regions to the care 
of those who had found them. 

We have it on the highest authority 
that the love of money is the root of 
all @vil. No doubt it is, but the desire 
for gain is also the root of the com- 
mercial enterprise that has ministered 
‘s0 much to human progress. The Eng- 
lish were already keen traders and not 
likely to sit idly by while others gained 
an advantage. Columbus, it was be- 
Meved, had found another trade route 
to Asia, and if the English did not be- 
stir themselves they would have little 
share in the profitable commerce with 
the East. John Cabot, a citfzen of 
Venice, who had traveled in the East, 
and who, for some reason, had made 
his home in England, succeeded in 
arousing even King Henry himself to 
an interest in the matter, and finally, 


in 1497, was able with royal approval 
to sail forth from Bgistol in command 
of a smal! ship, robably of only 
to find a new route to China. 
Spanish agents in England were 
watching events, and it was necessary 
that Cabot should seek a route not al- 
ready forestalled by Spain or Portugal 
—so he sailed out past Ireland into the 
West, expecting to reach China in due 
course. 

We know well enough what Cabot 
would encounter and what disappotint- 
ment was in store, for thousands of 
miles not only of sea but land lay 
there to block the route to Asia. The 
mysterious unknown has, however, its 
own fascination, and we need not pity 
the men-under the spell of this potent 
charm. It would be a strange specta- 
cle in these days to see an English 

w under an Italian captain. The 
Ttalians were, however, the best mari- 
ners of that age. Cabot reached land: 
whether it was Newfoundland or Cape 
Breton or Labrador that he first saw 
we do‘not know, nor weed we take spe- 
cial pains to inquire. He raised the 
flag of England and claimed the coun- 
try for Henry VII. Along the coast 
for many days ‘he sailed, saw when he 
landed from time to time snares for 
game, trees felled and other traces of 
human habitation, but met not a human 
being, nor apparently did he wish to. 
His force was smal! and the temper of 
the natives would be uncertain. Soon 
he turned homeward, had a quick voy- 
age and- was back in England three 
months after leaving it. 

Cabot’s return, with the report of 
the new territory he had reached, cre- 
ated the same kind of Interest in Eng- 
land that Stanley's journey through 
darkest Africa aroused ten years ago. 
Every one talked about it: the King 
gave Cabot a present of £10, and ul- 
timately a present of £2. which was 
not tiliberal, for it was quite equal 
to $1000 a year in our own day. Cabot 
himself assumed the swagger of a 
naval hero. They called him the ad- 
miral, and he made lavish gifts of

lordship of an island and some of his 
priestly friends bishoprics. 

All this bright promise came to lit- 
tle. Cabot made a new voyage in 1498. 
So little authentic knowled 
‘that it is not certain whether his son 

went with his father on 
either the first or second voyage. 
Again Cabot reached land and appar- 
ently sailed far south of any point 
he had visited previously, but he soon 
found his way back to England and 
was still drawing his pension in 1499. 
When he died we do not know. Se- 
bastian, his son, lived for more than 
half a fentury still, and is accused of 
telling fantastic tales to jater genera- 
tions about his own exploits in those 
voyages westward and of stealing his 
father’s laurels. The Cabots did little 
toward the discovery of America; they 
made no settlements, opened up no 
trade. Their work, however, is inter- 
esting as the pioneer effort upon which 


was the subsequent English 

claim to North America, which time 
so fully to the 

|} Saxon race. 


Spain was quick to protest against 
Cabot, and all his works. Henry VII 
was soon busy with plans to marry his 
son to Catherine of Aragon, the daugh- 
ter of the Spanish sovereigns. Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella, and had no desire 
to quarrel. Then Henry VIII came to 
the throne and quickly stirred Europe 
to its depths, by his ussault upon the 
church's power. Occasionally adven- 
turous Englishmen tried to find a pas- 
sage to Asia by passing through North 
America, but without success. It be- 
= to be whispered that Asia might 

easier reached by sailing, not to 
the west, but along the north coast of 
Europe, eastward. Englishmen tried 
it in 1525. and failed. More than a 
quarter of a century later, in 1553, they 
tried it again, opened up trade with 
Russia, wrought in veality better than 
they had planned, but found no sea 
route to Asia. In America meanwhile 
the English did nothing. and nearly 
} three-quarters of a century after Ca- 
bot’s voyages Englishmen had no foot- 
ing in the new world. 

Henry VIII began the quarrel with 
the Roman church. His daughter, Eliz- 
abeth, continued the strife to the 
death, ‘Within five years after Fliza- 
beth carge to the throne, in 1558, it 
was inevitable that Protestant Eng- 
land and Roman Cathuile Spain were 
to be the respective champions of two 
bitterly hostile parties, and many were 


jeager to appeal as soon as possible 


to the sword in settlement of the 
struggle. Hawkins and Drake assailed 
Spain in America, and the story of 
their exploits reads like a fairy tale. 
The scene was in the south—we shall 
come to it presently: but meanwhrte 
we look at what England still tried to 
do in the north. 
When 


| the early explorers, to their 


amazement, found that solid tand 
stretched northward and southward in- 
definitely, and that the route to Asia 
was blocked, the idea grew that as the 
land seemed never to end a channel 
which might reach from ocean to 
ocean must be sought. Magellan found 
in the south such a tortuous channel, 
now known as the Straits of Magellan, 
and sailed through into the Pacific 
He believed that south of this 
channel the land stretched away in- 
definitely—a belief that Drake was to 
disprove later by discovering Cape 
Horn, with the Wlimitable sea to the 
east, west and south. Magellan's 
stormy straits were soon disused as too 
full of peril. Some still dreamed of a 
better passage at the north. 
Jacques Cartier in 1535 sailed up the 
St. Lawrence, hoping that he might in 
some way get through to China. He 
failed, of course, and gave up; then 
forty years later the English again 
took up the task that Cabot had failed 
to accomplish. It is a story of heroic 
effort contigued for well-nigh 300 years, 
to be succéssful only in our own age. 
Martin Frobisher e the new start. 
‘Beginning about 1508, he urged the 
search for a northwest pas and 
after long years the attempt was 
made. Frobisher led, In 1576, the first 
of three successive voyages to the 
north. Drake at the same time was 
struggling in the south to follow Ma- 
gellan into the Pacific, and did it. 
Frobisher was. a skillful seaman, a firm 
ruler, “verile valiant, but withal harsh 
and violent.” Like other English sea- 
dogs of the time, he was deeply relt- 
gious, and pious phrases then found 
a use which we should deem tirrever- 
ent. “Before the world was God” was 
the challenge he once gave his sentries, 
and thé answer was to be: “After God 
came Christ, His Sonne.” Queen Eliz- 
abeth took a deep interest fn his plans. 
A joint stock compeny was formed, 
with the Earl of Warwick as chief 
mover, and among the heavy share- 
holders were the Queen and the lead- 
ing courtiers of the day. In the far 
north Frobisher found a narrow pas- 
sage which looked like a channel simi- 
lar to Magellan’s, but proved to be 
only a long, deep bar, now named 
after its English discoverer. He found 
what excited him even more, on one 
of the barren Islands a Diack stone 
that seemed heavily charged with gold. 
Back to England he hurried. It was 
gold, some who ought to know sal, 
and next year Frobisher went again 
to the north with a larger company, 
determined to_abandon the search for 
a route to Asia and content to carry 
back to England all the precious ore 
he could find. The natives, whom we 
know as the Eskimos, proved trouble- 
some, Some men were killed on both 
sides. The English found the country, 
as they said, more ready to eat them 
than to give them to eat. They saw 
and described Icebergs with torrents of 
water pouring down their sides, dogs 
drawing slieds—a sight to them appar- 
ently strange—and manv other = note- 
worthy things. Above all, they found 
more precious ore, loaded their ships 
with hundreds of tons of it and went 
back to England rejoicing. A _ third 
time, In 1578, Frobisher returned, with 
no less than fifteen ships, gathered 
still more ore and went home, to find 
in the end that it contained little or 
on gold, to be himeeclif plunged for a 
time into deep poverty and to have 
some trouble In forcing shareholdere 
who had subscribed funds to pay up 
The search for the northwest passage 
thus ended for the time tn a scramble 
for gold, Our own seen in- 
credible quantities of gold found in 
America tn the same latitude, but the 
valley ef the Xukon, which empties 


its waters into the Pacific, was to 
prove the real El Dorado. 

Frobisher had sailed through what 
we knew as Hudson's Straits, and he 
added something to the knowledge of 
the northern coasts of America. He 
lived to serve his country in other 
ways—to fight with Drake against the 
great Spanish Armada. John Davys 
in 1585, 1586 and 1587, with slight means, 
but tn a heroic spirit, voyaged into the 
Same northern seas, but failed in his 
main object. His a however, = 


English had meanwhile secured 
the one piece of territory which they 
acquired permanently in America in 
the sixteenth century. Newfoundland 
had long na re us for fisher- 
men from all the coasts of Europe, 
but as yet it belonged definitely to no 
European power, though more than one 
claimed it. Sir Humphrey Gilbert, one 
of the nobiest spirits of the century, 
high in favor at court, ted in 1583 an 
expedition to Newfoundland. The fear 
of Spain or of Portugal was no longer 
before the minds of the WEnelish. 
Drake had dared to raise the English 
flag even in the Pacific. England was 
powerful upon the sea—much stronger 
than Spain—though the worid still 
thought otherwise. In Newfoundland, 
with much ceremony, Gilbert pro- 
claimed Elizabeth jsovereign of the 
country, and declared that he would 
shear off the ears and do other territ- 
ble things to any one who dared speak 
disrespectfully of her. He perished on 
his. way homeward, and died as a 
brave Christian should. had 
been lost in the reign of Mary, and 
Newfoundland was the first and only 
region outside the mother isles over 
which the English flag waved in any- 
thing like security while Elizabeth 
reigned. Nor was the tenure of New- 
foundiahd safe. The French for more 
than a century disputed, not without 
success, the English ownership. It 
was in the north of America that the 
English were to do their mightiest 
work of colonization. Such a future 
would have seemed incredible enough 
when Elizabeth died in 1668 New 
England was not yet. From the Arc- 
tic Ocean to Mexico reigned a cheer.

Washington was like 
Moses. Europe corresponds with 
Egypt; the Atlantic with the Red Sea;

TUAN SEIZES THE THRONE. 


Emperor and Empress Said 
to Have Fled. 


Apparent Explanation of the Govern- 
ment’s Hostility. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
“NEW YORK, July. 1—{Exclusive 
Dispatec The Sun's London cabie 
says the Times’ Shanghai correspond- 
ent, in a dispatch dated June 27, de- 
Clares that he learns from a trustwor- 
thy person, in close touch with the 
Nanking Viceroy’s Yamen, that the 
Viceroy received by telegraph an edict 
from Peking, dated June 20, in@which 
the. throne, referring to the difficulty 
of solving the present problem and the 
gloomy outlook, bids him to protect 
his own borders, while doing his best 
to help Peking. Well-informed Chinese 
regard the document as a valedictory, 
and are thereby convinced of the truth 
of the report that the Empress and 
Emperor have fied to the svestward, 
and that Prince Tuan has assumed 
control, placing his son on the throne.

INCIDENTS AT THE FRONT. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

LONDON, July 2, 12:45 a. m.—{By 
Atlantic Cable.}] A dispatch from Ad- 
miral Bruce to the Admiralty, via Che 
Foo, under date of June 30 says: 
«The conduct of Commander Stewart 
of the Algerine and Commander Hause 
of the German gunboat Iltis at the 
bombardment of the Taku forts was 
magnificent, and elicited the admiration 
of the allied ships. 

“The river route te Tien-Tsin, fifty- 
one miles from Taku, is now open. 
The railway head is now nine miles 
from Tien-Tsin. The road inward is 
not quite safe, and communication to 
Tien-Tsin is difficult. 

“A fort thirteen miles above Taku 
was found deserted by Lieut. Com- 
mander Keyes and was blown up, leav- 
ing the passage up the river free. 
Lieut.-Commander Keyes reports that 
the arsenal at Tien-Tsin was captured 
June 29 by the naval brigade. The 
losses were five killed, Lieut. Colomb 
slightly wounded and a gunner and 
twenty-one men wounded. There are 
no further details. Warrender is in 
charge of all our forces on the river

ap A the Charter Oak, a man might feel 
like pulling a horse in a $1000 race, in 
order to throw his horse back in the 
betting for the richer event, but as 
there no purses above $1000 given 
here, my pretty evident that the best 
horse will get the money; or that, if 
beaten, it will be through some un- 
foreseen accident, and not from any de- 
sign on the part of the owner or driver. 
Just now it begins to look as if har- 
ness racing was in a fair way to re- 
cover its lost prestige. Nothing but 
dishonesty and jobbery in the years 
that have flown, could ever have placed 
it where it is; and it can easily be re- 
stored to the public favor if men will 
drive and act on the square. But to 
bring about such results there must 
be concert of action between all trot- 
ting and pacing associations. The P. 
Cc. T. H B. A. has aiready made a 
step in the right direction by abolish- 
ing any and all bookmaking on its trot- 
ting races; end every other associa- 
tion in the State should lend it a help- 
ing hand by instant codperation. Re- 
store the old system of mutuals for 
the smal! bettors and auction pools 
for the bie ones, so that the odds on 
each race may regulate themselves; 
and the truly American sport of har- 
ness recing will soon regain its long- 
lost prestige. 

These suggestions are especially per- 
tinent just now. when galloping races 
have gotten such a black eye as they 
received at last winter's meetings at 
Tanforan and Oakland. True, the 
latter track pwos by far the better digs- 
ciplined of e two and there was lers 
jobbery than at the San Mateo track, 
but there was enough of it there. in all 
conscience. although I do not believe 
that any of the directorate profited by 
it. When one saw how the races were 
run at Tenforan, however, it was very 
easy to be seen why Capt. J. H. Rees 
of Memphis declined the position of 
presiding judge at that course.

Capt. William F. Hancock of the 
Sixth Artiliery, now stationed in Ma- 
nila, has been found guilty by a gen- 
eral court-martial with violation of the 
sixty-second and seventieth articles of 
war, and has been sentenced to be re- 
duced ten numbers in the grade of 
captain of artillery.
